the Rhodians dedicated to him, and erec- 
^ a r^'u enhance of the port of the city 
ot Abodes; it was fo vtry large, and the 
teet were placed on two rocks, fo wide afun. 
c er, that velTels pafied with full fail betwixt 
toe legs ; but it was thrown down bv an 
eai thquake. The temple of Diana *"was 
a luperb edince in the city of Ephefus, 
dedicated to the goddefs Diana. Hero- 
flratus was fo extravagantly foolifli as to 
burn it down, to render himfelf famous 
in hiflory. The Pyramids of Egypt are 
famous piles of building, erected above 
four thoufand years ago, and are flill to 
be feen in the neighbourhood of Grand 
Cairo. They ferved as fepulchres for the 
Kings of Egypt. They were twenty years 
in building the largefl, though three hun- 
dred and fixty-(ix men were continually at 
work on it. There was an infcription en- 
4 graven 
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jrraven on it, iir.porcing, that it coft one 
thou. and eight hundred talents (which is 
about four hundred thoufand pounds) only 
for onions, icek.s, garlic, and other things 
of iliat nature for the workmen. But we 
have had enough of fables ; now let us fay 
fcmething of geography. Let us take our 
map. We fliall now divide Europe iiuo 
three principal parts. The northern pait, 
the middle, and the foul hern pmr. The 
northern part coniains from well to calf, 
the Briti/li ifies, which coniiif of two 
large, and a great number of fmali idands. 
The moft confiderable of them is Great 
Britain, in which are ' two united king- 
doms j England on the fouib, and Scot- 
land Oil the north. The other fmaller 
ifland is called Ireland.
